CONGRATULATED WHEN THE 
VERDICT WAS RENDERED. 


Mrs. Hollond, Deeply Moved, Told Her 
Terrible Story to the Jury, and 
It Found a Verdict in 
Ten Minutes. 


A corones’s jury decided Wednesday morn- 
img that Mrs. Lucy Holland acted in self 
defense in killing her husband, Michael A, 
Holland,:at their home, 1100 North Nine- 
teenth street, Monday evening. 

The inquest was attended by many friends 
of Mrs. Holland and neighbors of the fam- 
ily, and they grew demonstrative when the 
verdict Was announced. 

“God bless that jury,’”’ exclaimed 
Holland, as the words “self defense” 
read, and a smal] boy among the witnesses 
@tarted some hand clapping. This did be- 
come general, however, as the friends of 
Mrs. Holland were mrore anxious to grasp 
her hand and extend congratulations in per- 
eon. 

As ‘Mrs. Holland was led back to the 
Four Courts by Officers Lynch and King 
quite a crowd followed her from the coro- 
ner’s office. Close to the front of the pro- 
cession was Peter Holland, the 16-year-old 
eon of the dead man, who had been one of 
witnesses for his stepmother at the 
hearing. 

The inquest was a severe strain on Mrs, 
Holland. She was weeping when she was 
led into the coroner’s office. Her com- 
panions would calm her for a time, but 
egain she would give way to her grief and 
sob almost hysterically. Throughout the 
hearing her old, gray-haired father, Andrew 
Chariton, stood just behind her chair, while 
her brother, Samuel Chariton, sat at her 
left. fanning her and drving her tears. 

When asked if she cared to make a state. 
ment regarding the tragedy Mrs. Holiand 
said she did. : 

Drying her tears. she composed herself 
and calmly began her narrative. Towards 
its close, however, her eyes filled with 
tears and when she conciuded her head 
fell wpon her breast and she wept bitterly. 

Mrs. Holland’s story was substantially 
the same as told in Tuesday’s Post-Dis- 
patch 

“Tl knew he had a habit of carrying an 
open knife in his pocket,’’ she said. ‘‘He 
had threatened to kill me with it.” 

Mrs. Holland, who up to this time 
been calm, then exclaimed, excitedly: 

“| remember he seemed to reach for the 
knife. ‘Then I saw a flash. I didn’t know 
what | had done. Then I saw the people 
all rushing in. They told me I! had killed 
mv husband, and then’'’—— 

But Mrs. Holland had broken into tears 
by this time, and her attorney, J. J. Me- 
Bride, announced that she had said all she 
cared to. 

The jury then retired and brought in a 
verdict within 10 minutes. 

There were about ecight other witnesses, 
but the testimony all went to corroborate 
Mrs. Holland’s story as to her husband's 
brutal treatment of herg His son, Peter 
Holland, testified that they had much 
trouble and that on the evening of the 
murder he had seen -his father rush at his 
stepmother with a lamp in his hand. 

Miss Duana Weibel, niece of Mrs. Hol- 
land, was with Mrs. Holland when her 
husband came home Monday. She heara 
his threats, and when he picked up the 
lamp she rushed out of the house. In a 
few moments she heard theshots.

A sheet of flame 
followed instantly and the terror-stricken 
girls with their. clothing lickfl by the 
flames, crawled through the windows to the 
1b-inch coping running along the front 
of the building. The coping extended 80 
feet to the Lichstern Tailoring Co, build- 
ing, the windows of which were thronged 
with men shouting encouragement to the 
terrified girls. As fast as they reached 
the Lichstern window the girls were drawn 
into safety. Just as Mrs. McLaughlin was 
about to be drawn through the window 
the girl behind her, in her haste, pushed 
Mrs. McLaughlin, who lost her balance 
and fell to the ground, dying instantly. 
The two unknown dead girls jumped from 
rear windows. One was picked wp dead 
and the other died at the hospital.

The nouses 
which do not display flags show bits of 
cotton or paper bearing the names of the 
allied nations and complimentary sentences 
The French, apparently, are the favorites 
many of the pieces of cotton and paper 
displayed bearing the inscription ‘‘France”’ 
or “Vive La France.”’ All are unmistakably 
the handwriting of native clerks form- 
erly employed by foreign Chinese firms. 


It is stated that the Chinese losses sin 
ithe troubles broke out are 11,000, most of 
whom have been killed by Boxers and sol- 
diers. This is probably much exaggerated. 

The Boxers are said to be gathering in 
large numbers in the neighborhood of Hasi- 
kon arsenal, captured by Admiral Sey- 
mour’s column and now occupied by Rus- 
sian troops, who have suffered several 
ualities through “snipers” concealed in 
woods in that vicinity.

The guns on’the north fort were chiefly 
4.7-inch, while the south fort has a num- 
ber of guns from 6 to 8 inches in caliber. 

The Algerine, having aboard a landing 
party of some 380 men, [mmediately put 
them ashore. A portion of them advanced 
through Taku to the navy yard and took 
by surprise four new modern torpedo boats, 
carrying two tubes and six 3-pounders.

Parties Stormed 
Chinese Forts. 

The other landing parties and the remain- 
der of the English, aggregating some 650 
men, awaited an opportune time for an as- 
sault. The firing continued with more or 
spirit until daylight. when it became 
very rapid and active, and, it is reported, 
very disastrous to the Chinese. 

About 4:30 a shell entered the magazine 
of the Guilak, blowing it up, causing her 


to make water and burning 47 men more or 
less severely. She got over an awning (as 
a collision mat) and after a few hours’ work 
was floating at the normal height. 

About 5 m., the gunboats having si- 
lenced the northwest fbrt, a landing force 
charged and occupied it, where, hoisting the 
flag, a few casualties occurred, notably the 
captain of the Japanese landing party and 
one English sailor killed and several 
wounded. 

The Chinese then abandoned the north 
fort, which is joined to northwest fort by a 
protected passage. After about two hours 
more the south forts were tak»n, afier the 
explosion of the magazine. Most of the oc- 
cupants fled, but were not pursued. Some 
30 or 40 were found hiding in various parts 
of the forts. The various nations partict- 
pating hoisted their flags on the various 
flagstaffs. 

The forts being of thick mud and grass 
adobe were but little damaged by the gun 
fire, although they received a host of pro- 
jectiles. The guns and gun shields, as a 
rule, were not damaged. Two or three of 
the modern guns were disabled. 

The dead Chinese were-not “ounted, but 
it is estimated by eye witnesses that some 
200 dead were left in the fort. 
The loss on the side of the ellied forces 
was, aS nearly as possible, as follows: 

Algerine—One officer badly injured; 
men wounded. 

(itis—-Captain badly injured; three or four 
men killed; six-or elght wounded. 

horneetz—Two officers badly wounded: & 
men dead; 12 wounded.

President of the American Federation 
of Labor Tells Mr. Mahon He 
Would Not Have Sanctioned 
July 2 Agreement. 


Samuel Gompers of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor will ask the ex- 
ecutive board of that organization to in- 
dorse the action taken by the local street 
rallyway strikers and will ask the board to 
authorize labor organizations all over the 
country to assist the St. Louis strikers in 
their tight against the transit company. 

Mr. Gompers and James O'Connell, vice- 
president of the organization left 
Tuesday night for Chicago to investigate 
the great building strike in progress in that 
city. 

“Mr. Gompers held a conference with 
President Whitaker and Attorney Lehmann 
yesterday,’’ said President W. D. Mahon 
of the National Street Railway Union to 
the Post-Dispatch Wednesday, “but noth- 
ing came of it. 

‘‘Mr. Gompers heartily indorses our stand 
and he will lay the matter before the ex- 
ecutive board and will ask the indorsement 
of the executive board. 

“Mr. Gompers said that his conference 
with the transit officials was pleasant 
enough, but he realized that nothing coula 
come from them. -As he said in his speech 
last night at Lemp’s Park, the men must 
prepare for a long drawn-out fight. 

“He stated in his speech last night that 
the agreement of July 2 was not fair. He 
said that he would never have signed nor 
sanctioned such a settlement, and he ad- 
vised the men to fight it out with the 
company. 

“After the conference with the transit 
officials there was another conference in 
the Fullerton Building. This conference 
was participated in by President Gompers, 
Vice-President O'Connell, Attorney Joseph 
W. Folk, who was instrumental in ob- 
tuining the agreement of July 2, Chairman 
Edwards of the grievance committee, the 
members of the bus line committee anda 
myself. 

“At this conference Mr. Gompers merely 
stated ‘what had transpired at the con- 
ference with the transit officials, and plans 
for the future were discussed. 

“He said, and we all 
that the fight was to be a long drawn-out 
contest, but that we would win in the end. 

“He would recommend that the organiza- 
tions throughout the country render all 
the assistance in their power. He will get 
the matter before the executive board in 

Vashigvton at an early date. 

‘“‘He told us that he wanted us to know 
at all times if he could do anything to as- 
Sist us; that all we had to do was to com- 
mand him. 

“We will continue the fight on the lines 
that we have begun, The bus line wll be 
pushed as hard as possible. The line will 
be perfected and the public will be given 
We are prepared to fight 
it.out, and we are prepared for a long and 
bitter struggle.’

PANTS MAKERS STRIKE 


Claim They Have Had to Work Two 
Days to Earn One Day’s Pay 
Under Task System. 


NEW YORK, July 24.-Most of the pants 
makers in Manhattan Borough have struck 
for a ten hour work day and an advance of 
10 per cent in wages. There are #000 pants 
makers in New York, Brooklyn and New- 
ark. They belong to unions which are af- 
filiated with the United Garment Workers, 
and the latter organization has used all its 
influence to prevent a strike, believing the 
time inopportune, 

However, the pantsmakers of New York 
have called out the men in more than 300 
shops. The leaders of the strike sent telc- 
grams to the branches in Brooklyn and 
Newark informing them of the strike, and 
received replies saying that the branches 
would be guided by the action of the New 
Yorkers. 

It is said that there has been a gradual 
return to the task system, under which a 
man must make a certain number of gar- 
ments to entitle him to a day’s pay. The 
tasks, the men said, have been gradually 
increased until one had to work a day and 
a half er two days to earn one day’s pay.

GEORGETOWN, Ky., July 25.—As its first 
‘witness on this the fifteenth day of Caieb 
| Powers’ trial, the commonweaith introduced 
McKenzie R. Todd, who acted as private 
secretary to W. S. Taylor during his regime 
as governor. 
The defense asked that before the examin- 
|} ation of Todd was begun it be permitted to 
| recall Robert Noaks. This witness was 
| asked to fix the time of his several conver- 
| Sations with Caleb Powers on Jan. 2. This 
| was readily done by Noaks. The common- 
wealth insisted that since Noaks was on the 
stand the defense conclude its cross-examin- 
ation of him. This brought on quite a dils- 
cussion, the defense winning in the end by 
having the further examination of Noaks 
deferred. 

The defense is paving a way to break 
down the testimony of Noaks and has its 


agents in the mountains summoning some- 
thing Hke 100 witnesses for this purpose. 

The examination of Todd was begun by 
Mr. Franklin at 10 o'clock. 

Todd began with a description of the loca- 
tion of the executive offices, how between 
Taylor’s office and Powers’ office was a 
large reception room and office of clerks to 
the governor, where congregated nearly all 
of the visitors to the governor and secretary 
of state. He said that prior to the assassi- 
nation of Goebel a great many secret con- 
ferences were held by Taylor with Republic- 
an leaders and others in the governor's 
offices. He named as attendants at these 
conferences Charles Finley, Caleb Powers, 
George Denny, Wood Dunlap, Steve G. 
Sharp and William Sweeney.

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TRUSTS THE UNITED STATES, 


In conversation with Mr. Frederick Palmer, special war 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, Li Hung Chang said: 

“If the powers do attempt to partition China, then the 
southern and central provinces, which are now peaceful, 
will no longer be neutral, but all the Chinese of all classes 
will fight the foreigners with every means in their power.” 

What else could they do? They could not be expected to 
submit to the robbery without a forcible protest, especially 
as they have had notice of the conspiracy against them. 

The old statesman further expressed his appreciation of the 
attitude of the United States and thanked Admiral Kempff 
“for his justice and forbearance in refusing to join in the 
bombardment of the Taku forts.” 

In the Taku affair Admiral Kempff cast bread upon the 
water which may float back to bless his country. Whether 
or not the bombardment was justified is not yet apparent. 
The evidence at hand indicates that it was injudicious to 
say the least. In abstaining from participation in it the 
American admiral acted with characteristic discretion. Li 
Hung Chang’s reference to the incident shows that it may 
have momentous consequences. 

The disinterested attitude is the only safe and profitable 
one for this country to assume. Li’s words should not be for- 
gotten. 
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Li Hung Chang says that with 20,000 white troops he can 
restore order in China. If this is true the allies can get to 
Pekin. Why don’t they go?

However the facts may be, it is the duty of relatives 
as well as of the family doctor to make sure that life is ex- 
tinct before burial or cremation takes place. The burial of 
one person alive should be made impossible.

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CRUELTY TO ANIMALS 


JUDGE ZIMMERMAN DECLARES 
WAR ON OFFENDEBS. 


FINED HENRY  BAUCHER. 


Thinks Owners of Animals in Most 
Cases Are More to Blame Than Driv- 
ers, Though the Latter Suffer. 


Henry Baucher, aged 16, of Noesho street 
and Broadway, was heevily fined in the 
Wroming Street Police Court Tuesday by 
Judge Zimmermann for cruelty to ani- 
mals, and the judge served notice in con- 
nection with the case that he meant to be 
similarly severe hereafter with any driver 
or other person who should be proved 
guilty in his court of abuse of dumb ani- 
mals. The fine imposed in tie Farcher 
case was $25 and costs. 

“While I fine this boy,” the judge said, 
“T arn in one way regretful. The boy has 
shown a good heart and a lack of guilt ex-

cept from what he thought was necessity. * 
“It has been proved to me on the other | 


hand, however, that if the court exempts 
drivers who have driven animals unfit tor 
service, the owners wssurre as a matter ot 
course that they wil never be subjected to 
the penalty of the law. ‘he driver, of 
course, is the only man ever arrested, 
becayse he is the only man seen with the 
Kick animal. The owners do not drive that

only all over the country, but ail over 
world because of the work of its humane 
woclety. 
eeroday the condition {is about as different 
from that of which we used to boast as it 
well could be in a community that calls it- 
self civilized. I hear from friends often of 
shocking abuses of animals, particularly of 
orses on the street.” 
a rhe case which brought out the remarks 
of Judge Zimmermann was brought to the 
attention of the court by Officer James 
Mackay of the Second District. H. Wisch- 
myer, an agent of the Humane Society, 
also appeared in court against Baucher, the 
bov driver. The testimony of both officers 
was that the horse Baucher had driven was 
a sorry sight, lame, covered with sores and 
streaming with blood. 

The boy admitted that the testimony of 
both officers was accurate. He said that 
the horse was so ill that he feared that he 
would not be able to get back to the stable 
with him. His employer, he said, was Au- 
gust R.. Hoffman, whose stables are at 1903 
and 1905 Sidney street, and he had expostu- 
lated with his employer regarding hitching 
up the horse. Hoffman, he swore, had sald 
that the horse ‘‘was no good anyhow,” and 
that “it did not matter if it die on the 
road.” 

The fine of the driver was paid by Mr. 
Hoffman under excited protest. It was not 
his fault, he declared, if the horse was 
lame, and “‘as for the sores they weren't 
much bigger than a half dollar.’’

“The 
meaning of this testimonial is that the citl- 
zens of Carondelet—and this neeting, be- 
yond contradiction, speaks for (3,000 citizens 
south of Osceola street—approve your rcc- 
ord as a police officer in every detail in the 
long years that you have been with us. Put 
it also particularly means the approval of 
these thousands of the particu.rir action 
which has caused you to be placed under a 
cruel and unjust ban—a ban which would 
mean disgrace if it were not that the people 
of Carondelet—the good people, the best peo- 
ple, the people to a man, or to a woman,

POHLMAN AT CITY HOSPITAL

He occupied one of the beds in the surgi- 
cal ward and was treated by Dr. H. lL. Nie- 
tert, superintendent of the City Hospital. 

lie was driven to the hospital in a buggy 
shortly after 9 o’clock and was assisted to 
the office of Dr. Nietert. 

A few minutes later Dr. Nietert escorted 


Mr. Pohlman upstairs. Those who saw 
the sheriff noticed that he seemed In great 
pain and that he walked with great diffi- 


culty. 

But for the support given hm by Dr. 
Nietert he would have been unable to 
mount the stairs. 


On arriving in 


the surgical ward Dr. 
Nietert gave a few hurried orders and 
attendants rushed hither and thither. A 
bed in the east end of the ward was pre- 
pared for the patient. Mr. Pohlman was 
placed on the bed, after which a screen 
was placed around it to hide him from 
view. 
Nietert remained behind the screen. 
attendant handed him a galvanic bat- 
. whfeR he used in treating the sheriff. 
Nietert remained behind the screen 
nearly three-quarters of an hour. It was 
understood that the cae was so import- 
ant that the superintendent was not to be 
disturbed by the attendants. 

When the treatment was concluded Dr. 
Nietert assisted Mr. Pohiman down a rear 
staircase. The sheriff left the hospital by 
the main exit on Seventeenth street. He 
was apparently much improved, and was 
able to walk to his buggy without aid. 

Dr. Noietert said to the Post-Dispatch 
after the sheriff's departure: 

“Mr. Pohlman’s condition cannot be con- 
sidered serious. He is suffering from an 
attack of sctatic rheumatism, which prob- 
ably resulted from the exposure incident to 
the street railway strike when he was out 
at all hours looking after the posse comt- 
tatus. With proper treatment he should 
recover in a short time.”
